The degree of punishment, which 
may vary from indeterminate prison 
sentence, through life sentence in

will 
be 
de­ 
termined after a hearing which is 
to start at IO a. rn., Wednesday. 
The defense was willing to sub­ 
mit the question of mentality to a 
joint

lense, but Robert Crowe, state’s at­ 
torney, objected to this saying: 
“The state is in position to show 
that these boys are not only guilty 
of the facts which t^ey here admit, 
but,

those acts." 
State’s Attorney Crowe declared 
in 
a 
statem ent 
issued 
after

The statem ent of State’s Attorney 
Crow’e, follows: 
“There was nothing left for Loeb 
and Leopold to do but plead guilty. 
T he 
proof 
was 
so 
overwhelming 
that no jury could return any ver­ 
dict except one of guilty. 
“The crime was jo cold blooded, 
premeditated and atrocious that no 
jury could fix any other punishment 
except death. 
There is only one 
proper punishment. 
That is death, 
and I shall insist on Hie extreme 
penalty as to both of them.” 
Judge 
John 
R. 
Caverly 
agreed 
with 
the 
attorneys, 
therefore, 
to 
hear such 
evidence, both as 
to 
facts and mental responsibility, as 
the two sides might wish to pre­ 
sent to him for his information. 
Judge 
Caverly, 
realizing 
the 
grave responsibility which the sud­ 
den 
turn 
in the 
notorious 
case 
placed upon him, told the attorneys 
he would let nothing interfere with 
as speedy a conclusion of the hear­ 
ing as possible. 
The 
youthful 
defendants, 
only 
slightly wan from their incarcera­ 
tion in jail, greeted their attorneys 
with smiles as they entered court 
and calmly 
a f f ir m s the plea en­ 
tered in their behalf by Mr. Bar­ 
row’. 
Leopold was called first to 
the bar of the court and was asked 1 
this question: 
“Knowing 
that 
the 
court 
may 
sentence you to death, to imprison­ 
m ent for life or for a term of years, 
do you still desire to plead guilty?" 
“Yes, sir," was the response. 
The same question was asked of 
Loeb and the answer was identical. 
Both boys were neatly clad, fresh­ 
ly shaven and wore correctly fash­ 
ioned bow' ties. 
Aside from their first greeting to 
counsel and their 
initial 
glances 
about the crowded space before the 
bench, they gave little evidence of 
curiosity in the proceedings.

These considerations have 
been well considered by the archi­ 
tect of the Westley, II. T. Jeffrey, 
and the result a3 shov/n in the ac­ 
companying plans is a commodious 
and dignified home that is sure to 
please. 
It will be found economical to 
construct, for it has teen designed 
with concrete block walls. 
These 
will be smooth faced, resembling cut 
limestone cr granite and the win­ 
dow sills will be of the same ma­ 
terial. 
The use of concrete ashlar is be­ 
coming more and more popular aa 
Its strength, permanence and fire re­ 
sisting qualities commend it to the 
more discriminative. 
It is water­ 
proof. and modern methods cf con­ 
struction which involve the use cf 
insulating T its or furring and lath­ 
ing insure a warm interior and a 
small fuel bill. 
The basement has been divided 
with partitions of concrete tile that 
give additional support to the doers 
in which there will be no settle­ 
ment. 
A commodious workroom is 
lighted with the modern steel cel­ 
lar window sash. which give more 
light and are cheaper and easier to

sash. 
The front porch has been enclosed 
with sash, but can be left cpen if 
desired. 
From it two French win- 
dow-doors lead into a fine living 
room and from this into a large din­ 
ing room with kitchen adjoining. 
No fireplace has been shown in the 
living room. as the modern oil-burn­ 
ing furnaces, as installed in the

home, are so easily regulated that 
tho advantage of the cpeu fireplace 
for occasional beat in spring aud 
fall, is hardly missed, but if desired 
a fireplace could be installed en the 
left hand side wall and the cellar 
fine moved to that side of the house. 
There Is a fine front bedroom and 
two smaller bedrooms for the chil­ 
dren, while the occasional guest can 
be accommodated by the popular 
davenport bed in the living room. 
Stairs from the bedroom closet 
lead up into a lame attic space, in 
which another bedroom or a den 
easily eau be contrived.

At the outset he told the court 
that he and his associate, Benjamin 
Bacbrach had spent many sleepless 
nights and busy days on the case 
and that they had taken fully into 
account not only their duties to 
their clients but also the feelings of 
the three families involved in the 
weird, uncanny and terrible crime,” 
and the wide public interest in it. 
He disclaimed any intention to 
ask for a change of venue, pointed

He then asked permission of the 
court to offer as evidence to the

Loeb and the degree cf their re­ 
sponsibility. 
Attorney Bachrach suggested that 
the proceedings w7ould be shortened 
if States Attorney Crowe, instead of 
summoning witnesses, would make 
a statem ent of the facts relied upon 
' by the prosecution. 
“I can assure him there will be 
— no dispute of those facts by the de­ 
fense,” said Mr. Bachrach, but the 
state declined to agree. 
Mr. Bachrach next suggested that 
& joint conference be hel(V between 
the alienists of the state and de­ 
fense. 
“Are these boys pleading guilty 
as sane or insane persons?” Inter­ 
rupted the state’s attorney. 
“If the 
latter, the state will ask for a jury 
as it can dem onstrate that they are 
sane and knew exactly w hat they 
were doing.” 
Mr. Bachrach said that the ob­ 
ject of the conference would be to 
iron out the differences which “in­ 
variably accompany presentation of 
expert testimony as to insanity in 
' criminal cases.” 
He argued that

t fore the Rotarians at

today 
( greatly Interested his auditors. 
Colonel Archer came to 
Sedalia 
on invitation of the Master Plumb­ 
ers’ 
Association 
through 
J. 
T. 
W atkins of that body. 
Incidentally, 
Colonel 
Archer 
comes from Evanston, Ind., is a Ro- 
tarian and has travelled not only in 
North and South America, but Eu­ 
rope, Africa and Asia, spreading the 
gospel of cleanliness. 
"The only difference between New 
York city and the 
oldtime 
Indian 
village that clung to the island the 
white man purchased is entirely one 
of sanitation,” he said. “The only 
thing that makes a city possible is 
sanitation, which makes it possible 
for people to live together in health. 
Declaring that Btudv reveals we 
are not living in the greatest day of 
the greatest age the world has ever 
known, Colonel Archer said that the 
belief is a mere sop to human egot­ 
ism. 
The speaker then pointed to 
the advance made by ancient Baby­ 
lon, Greece and Rome in their elab­ 
orate systems 
of 
sanitation. 
He 
spoke of investigations he had made 
on his recent tour of Europe and the 
Holy Lands, 
“Babylon had a system of sanita­ 
tion and w ater supply almost like 
New York City,” he said. “It dis­ 
tributed its whaler just as we do. Its 
sewerage system was a remarkable 
piece of w*ork built of masonry, 3,000 
years before the Star of Bethlehem 
announced the coming of Christ. 
“Rome in the the-day of its glory 
stands unapproached by America for 
its great baths. 
It had a rem ark­ 
able heating system, showers and 
tubs. 
The/ Roman nation through 
its baths and sanitation was able to 
build up a nation that conquered the 
world in 600 years.” 
Turning to a discussion of modern 
governments, 
their weakness 
and 
progresses, Colonel Archer laid the 
responsibility for 
the 
downfall 
of 
Russian civilization to the peasants, 
v horn he said never had but three 
baths in their lives. 
“This 
tragedy,” 
he 
declared 
‘w7ould never have happened if the 
Russian peasants 
had 
been 
given 
proper housing and opportunity to 
keep clean. 
The product of bolshev­ 
ism is the product of filth. 
“W hat’s the m atter with 
Mexico? 
There is no difference between 
it 
and Texas, there is the same soil, 
climate, mineral possessions yet on 
one side of the boundry there is 
peace, prosperity, schools, laws, jus­ 
tice and on the other death, destruc­ 
tion, rape, revolution and all that 
is hell. 
On the one side there is 
all that is modern in sanitation, on 
the other side none of it. 
“The destruction of every nation 
has been on the inside. The knock­ 
out blow7 may have come from the 
outside,* he declared. 
“America is the greatest sanitized 
nation in the 
world. If 
any 
help 
can ever come to anyone 
else 
it 
must come from us and nobody else. 
America is the greatest peace loving 
nation. Great Britian is 
second 
in 
sanitation ami second to the United 
States in its 
sincere 
desire 
for 
peace.’ 
Telling of conditions of unsanita­ 
tion which exist in other 
nations, 
Col. Archer declared that 'a bath in 
France isn’t a bath, ifs a function. 
You have to give 24 hours’ notice to 
get one.” 
“Sanitation has been the greatest 
contributor to the wealth of Amer­ 
ica: more than its oil fields, its gold 
mines,’ he said, decrying 
the 
fact 
that it took 75 years to get a bath 
tub in the White House. “No won­ 
der this game of politics 
was 
so 
dirty,” he wittingly remarked. 
“Do you know* that the women of 
America spent more last year for 
! perfumes, powder, paint, cosmetics 
I and nose dobbers by 30 
per 
cent, 
I than w'as spent for sanitation?” 
he 
asked, later adding that “if the dear 
things won’t wash it off, let 
them 
cover it up.’ 
Stating 
that 
Rome's 
downfall 
came when It opened its doors to un­ 
clean peoples, the speaker warned 
that America must 
listen 
to 
the 
story of Rome. 
“If you love America 
for 
God’s 
sake guard her doors,’ he said. “Let 
only Filch come to us as can be as­ 
similated and as fast as we are able 
to assimilate them 
but 
not 
a 
bit 
faster.’ 
Col. Archer even attributed wom­ 
an’s success to sanitation. 
“If she 
is going to save her husband from 
the flapper she must look 
as fresh 
every morning at the breakfast table 
as the egtrs she serves. The speaker 
then went farther and gave sanita­ 
tion as the secret of Babe Ruth's 
success. “When Babe 
Ruth 
broke 
the world's record by knocking two 
home runs in a w’orld series game. 
he came right out from 
under 
a 
shower to do it and returned after 
he had done it.” he said. 
In closing. Col. Archer said, “The 
plumber is the man 
who 
put 
the 
fundamentals of civilization into the 
world.” 
Mr. Archer before his departure 
this afternoon also gave an address 
before the plumbers of Sedalia.
